Mr. Wolf wrote: 

_ “I thank you for the 
interest you have dis- 
played in the work that 
teachers and community 
members have done’ ob- 
tain. to obtain a migrant 
community centre in the 
Altona North Area, How- 
ever, I am somewhat con- 
cerned about some 
inaccuracies that appear in 
that article which may 
lead readers to assume} 
that what has been hap-| 
pening has been out of the 
ordinary’ 

“Accordingly, I would 
like to set the record 
Straight. There is no mys- 
tery. The article correctly’ 
identifies my person and 
my position (though I am 
only a tutor, not a lecturer 
at Monash). This identi- 
fication makes me- acces- 


sible to anyone 
sufficiently interested to 
contact me. 


“It is unfortunate that 
no such attmpt was made 
by the Altona Star. I re- 
alise that the demands of 
producing a local paper 
are such as to preclude the 
precision desirable. in re- 
porting. However, I feel 
that some contact could 
have been made which 
would have avoided the 
necessity of writing this! 


reply. 
“Nevertheless, to the 
facts. : . 
“Teachers working in 


the ‘field of migrant edu- 
cation in this area have 
Jong felt that their work 
has been unsatisfactory in- 
sofar as only a piecemeal 
attack on the problems of 
migrant residents is pos- 
sible within the frame- 
work of school teaching.
